IS SET FOR OCT. 5 


ing Passage—45,000 Yards of 
Debris Removed Tuesday.

PANAMA, Sept. 29.—It was announced 
this morning that the Panama Canal 
would again.be opened to traffic on 
Oct.,5, when vessels that had been wait- 
ing the longest time would be sent 
through. Every effort is being made to 
jhave an ample channel on that day, 
‘when General Goethals will return to 
the Isthmus after his vacation, thus 
arriving in time to be present at an 
informal celebration of the reopening of 
the waterway. 

The dredging force working yesterday 
on ‘the slide removed 45,000 yards of 
débris, which is the best record yet 
made on canal wet excavation. There 
has been talk of resuming dry excava- 
tion at the top of the slides with steam- 
' Shovels, but this report is said in offi- 


| cial circles to be unfounded, as it is 
| believed that the dredges working on 
|the slides are able to cope with the 
’ situation. 

There are now  sixty-three vessels 
awaiting passage through the canal, 
and there will probably be 100 when the 
opening takes place on Oct. 5. This

GAS KILLS BLIND MAN 
STUNNED BY A FALL 


Shelf He Is Putting Up Slips, 
Strikes Him on the Head 
and Breaks Off Jet. 


When two neighbors called to pay 
| their daily visit to Edgar M. Smith, 
' blind, in his broom shop at 219 Park 
; Avenue, Brooklyn, yesterday afternoon, 
they found the broommaker lying face 
'downward in a room filled with gas. 
| They dragged nim to the yard and 
| called Dr. C. A. Turtz of the Cumber- 
; land Street Hospital, who partially re- 
vived Smith by means of a pulmotor, 
but suddenly he collapsed and died. 

A heavy oak board was lying across 
Smith’s body, and there was a bruise 
on his ‘head. A saw and screwdriver 
lay near by. It was evident that the 
blind man had been putting up a shelf 


unaided, when it had slipped from -his 
grasp, and in falling had broken off 
the gas jet and struck. the sightless 
man on the head. 

Smith’s skill as an artisan was con- 
sidered remarkable by hundreds of res- 
idents of Brooklyn, who saw that he 
had all the work he could do. He 
lived at 473 Hancock Street, Brooklyn, 
‘and ran his shop all alone. He had 
remade chairs, constructed work- 
benches and did many kinds of skilled 
work unassisted. He elways resented 
sympathy and never would take for his 
work more than would have been paid 
‘for the same task.to a workman blessed 
with sight. He was 34-years’ old and 
had been blind since ‘boyhood. 


SMOKELESS POWDER 
BURNS AND KILLS 4 


Officials Say vy -Acciiend at Haskell, 
N. Y., Was Not Caused by 
Teuton Agents.

PATERSON, N. J., Sept. 29.—Four 
thousand men were busy making evplo- 
sives for the Allies in the plant of the 
du Pont Powder Company in Haskell, 
N. J., at 11:30 o’clock this morning 
when at the south end of the works 
there was a yellowish, sizzling glare, 
and 2,400 pounds of smokeless powder 
which had ignited in the solving house 
was consumed, and the building with it. 
There was no explosion. 

Five men were at work in the house. 
Four of them are dead, and the fifth is 
in a serious condition at the Paterson 
General Hospital.

Ever since the plant began making 
powder for the Allies last Fall, there 
has been taken every precaution against 
activity of agents of the Teuton Gov- 
ernments. Sixty private detectives are 
always on watch, and no man is al- 
lowed on the payroll who cannot satisfy 
the management that he is not a Ger- 
man or an Austrian 

James Lynah, Superintendent of the 

works, said tonight he did not believe 
the ignition of the powder was the work 
of agents of the Teutons. He was in- 
clined to regard it as an accident. 

“There was no explosion,’ he said, 
“ becaise the powder was not confined. 
It is most probable that the powder was 
ignited by static electricity.”

WIRELESS. SPEECH 
FLIES TO PACIFIC 


Naval Officers Telephone Mes- 
sage from Arlington to 
Mare Island; Cal. 


SOUND LEAPS 2,500 MILES 


Clearly Heard Across the Con- 
tinent—New York Then 
Talks Direct. 


USES WIRE AND WIRELESS 


Daniels Sees New Era — Predicts 
Conversations with Ships 
Sailing the Seas. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Secretary 
Daniels tonight announced the success- 
ful transmission of wireless telephone 
messages from the United States Naval 
Radio Station at Arlington to the Naval 
Radio Station at Mare Island, Cal., a 
distance of about 2,500 miles. All that 
Was necessary to carry on this trans- 
continental wireless telephone conversa- 
tion was to connect the receiver and 
transmitter apparatus of the special tel- 
ephone outfit with the radio apparatus 
and send the message. 

Captain W. H. G. Bullard, U. S. N., 
who is in charge. of the Arlintgon Sta- 
tion, and other officers of the navy con- 
versed with officers of the navy on 
duty at the Mare Island Yard. 

The demonstration was the result of 
experiments that have been in progress 
for some time, and their success is ex- 
pected to have a revolutionary influ- 
ence on communication between Amer- 
ican naval vessels and shore stations. 
By means of this apparatus, which 
probably will be installed at all naval 
radio stations, it is expected that of- 
ficers of the navy, on land, will be able 
to carry on wireless telephone conver- 
sations with officers at sea. Captain 
Bullard said tonight that the apparatus 
had been perfected to the point where a 
person on shore might carry on a long 
distance wireless telephone conversation 
with a-friend on a transatlantic liner 
in midocean whenever shore station and 
liner were equipped with the apparatus. 
In his formal announcement, Secretary 
Daniels said: 

‘“‘T am pleased to announce the suc 
cessful outcome of experiments which 
have been carried on for the last few 
months by the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company and the Western 
Electric Company in co-operation with 
radio stations under the jurisdiction of 
the Navy Department by which long- 
distance wireless telephony has been 
made possible. 

“Today speech was_ successfully 
transmitted from the Arlington Radio 
Station to the Radio Station at Mare 
Island, Cal., and there successfully re- 
ceived, thus making possible conversa- 
tion without wires over a distance of 
approximately 2,500 miles, the first 
time this great distance has been cov- 
ered by wireless telephony. In the 
first experiments today the voice wag 
successfully transmitted by radio to 


Mare Island from Arlington, the re- 
turn answers and communication being 
made over the transcontinental land tel- 
ephone line. This was successfully ac- 
complished in the presence of officials 
and engineers of the Western Electric 
Company, a representative of the Sig- 
nal Corps of the army, representatives 
of the technical and operating depart- 
ments of the Navy Department, and a 
few other interested parties. 

“‘ After this successful demonstration, 
conversation originating in New York 
was transmitted over the land wire to 
Arlington, there automatically connect- 
ed to the radio transmitter which car- 
ried the voice to Mare Island, where it 
was clearly and distinctly received, and 
answers and other conversation were 
from there transmitted over the trans- 
continental line to the originating office 
in New York. . 

‘““The conversation was carried on by 
the President of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, Mr. 
Vail; the Vice President, Mr. Bethell, 
and Mr. Waterbury, one of the Direc-

ALL TRAINS CANCELLED

NEW ORLEANS, Ha, Sept. 29, (via 
wireless steamships Excel#ior and Cre- 
ole to Mobile.)-Five persons were killed 
and many wire injured tonight by the 
most severe Gulf stor min the history of 
the city. 

The property loss will reach into the 
millions. 

A gale with a velocity of: eighty-six 
miles an hour swept the city at 6 o’¢lock, 
demolishing scores of buildings, strip- 
ping the roofs from hundreds of @ther 
structures and strewing the streets with. 
broken glass and débris. 

A rising barometer at 7:30 o'clock gavet 
evidence that the storm was subsiding, 
the centre passing to the northweat of 
New Orleans. The barometer at its 
lowest registered 28:11, and the -winud 
velocity of eighty-six .miles was “the 
highest ever recorded here. 

Railroad and wire communication with 
the outside world were cut off and. tele-. 
phone, electric light, and trolley service 
discontinued in the ejty. All railroads 
have canceled trains from New Orleans, 

Wireless communication. from New 
Orleans Was interrupted by failure of 
the electric plant, but messages were 
sent from the Steamship Excelsier at 
dock here and relayed to Mobile from 
the steamship Creole anchored helow 
New Orleans in the Mississippi.

Early reports from New Orleans, be- 
fore direct communication was cut off 
for a time, said that the city was in 
darkness because of the flooding of 
electric plants. The wind had driven 
the water in Lake Pontchartrain above 
the sea wall, and Milneburg and-other 
New Orleans suburbs along the lake 
were partially under water. These re- 
ports said that automobiles were. bring- 
ing in the inhabitants of that district. 

These reports said ,that just before 3 
o'clock: this afternoon the wind blew 
sixty miles an hour, and the barometer 
was at 28.94. The Weather Bureau of- 
ficials said the wind for an instant. blew 
at the rate of ninety miles an hour. 
Indications then were that the centre 
of the storm woudl pass west of New 
Orleans, turning slightly to the east. 

Several hundred passengers on South- 
ern Pacific No. 8 from Houston are 
marooned on a ferry below Avondale, 
La. The train was due at New Orleans 
at 9 o'clock tonight. 

Wire communication was possible to- 
night only as far as Bay St. Louls, and 
fragmentary reports from there told of 
extensive damage to property but no 
loss of life. A long trestle of the Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroad at Rigolets, 
between Bay St. Louis and New Or- 
leans, was reported to have been swept 
away. Few details of the a e, how- 
ever, either in that section or at 
Biloxi, -were obtainable.. Officials of 
the Louisville & Nashville Railroad up 
to a jate hour had reé@eived no_con- 
firmaticn of the reported ‘destruction of 
the trestle at Rigolets 

Mobile escaped the worst-of the storm, 
but the wind here was sufficient to 
drive the water over the wharves at the 
river front and unroof several houses. 
There was no serious damage. 

The Coast Guard cutter Tallapoosa, 
anchored here, made repeated unsuc- 
cessful efforts tonight ay reach by wire- 
less the Southern Pacific liner Proteus, 
belfeed to be in the centre of the storm, 
off New Orleans Bar. No word has 
come from the Proteus since she entered 
the storm area, and shipping men here 
thought her wireless might have been 
disabled.

which has lasted three years, the mo- 
bilization has taken all the best and 
strongest men.  Therefore,, today ‘the 
agriculture is dependent entirely upon 
the women, children, and old men. 
During these wars they have had to do 
manual labor of the hardest description, 
such as is generally done only by men 
in, their prime. 

‘When the Austrians were driven out 
of the country the refugees returned 
home, but their farms were devastated 
and their houses were charred ruins. 
There was no food, their plows were de- 
stroyed, and their cattle stolen. There- 
fore the greater part of the devastated 
Gatricts. to still uncultivated. Though 
the Government could supply grain, 
there were no tools. It was in this re- 
gion that the help sent by America 
was uséful. The money you cabled 
bought hoes, scythes, sickles, forks and 
plows, seeds, and also cattle. These 
were distributed in the devastated dis- 
tricts, and so far that part of them has 
been tilled. 

‘Belgrade has been deserted by al- 
most the whole population because of 
the frequent bombardments.

* Besides, all thé. harm, the ‘Austrians. 
dia through the devastation of property, 
and the killing of noncombatants, : they 
dealt a deadly blow in bringing in the 
typhus. When the Serbian army cleaned 

@ countryside of these terrible invad- 
ers, we found in Valjevo 2,500 Austrian 
sick, most of them typhus cases. Be- 
sides the soldiers there were fourteen 
Austrian ‘doctors with the disease. The 
dirtiness of bey ‘hospitals was beyond 
description. As Valjevo was the centre 
through which the refugees were pass- 
ing in one direction and our army in the 
other, the disease was spread all over 
the country. I speak with authority. 
The losses among the soldiers in the 
hospitals amounted to 10,000, and among 
the 500 doctors 130. But of how great 
the losses were in the villages among 
the women and children no accurate 
statistics are possible: 
="'The sanitary conditions are now 
more or less normal, and the English 
and French missions have inoculated the 
whole army against typhoid and chol- 
era, so we hope in future to be spared 
from these diseases. 

‘““The number of soldiers who have 
been —_—- is large, and many of these 

are also homeless. There are also many 
families left without a provider, by the 
death of all their men. For these two 
classes of the needy the Government 
supplies a pittance, but it is so small 
that it will be of no material assist- 
ance, except to the farming families .who 
have fair-sized farms, and can do some- 
cng for themselves. It is not at all 
sufficient for former factory hands, Car- 
penters, smiths, cobblers, &c., who were 
dependent on their skill, and are now 
crippled, or. for their families. There- 
fore, we, in co-operation with the for- 
eigners who have come to our assist- 
ance, are. organizing a home for the 
cripples and others, to teach. them such 
new trades as ure possible tq, them.’’

Furious Street Fighting in Loos. 

It was 8 o’clock when those who had 
not fallen, reached the outskirts of the 
village of Loos, and for rearly two 
hours there was street fighting of a 
terrible character, Many battalions 
were mixed up, many of.their officers 


were killed and wounded, and the battle 
was made up of individual combats or 
small groups fighting from house to 
house, and separate encounters in rooms 
and cellars, Although the town had 
been severely damaged by our shell fire 
and the church in its centre Pos in 
ruins, no fire had: broken out; and: the 
shells of. the houses still stood. They 
were crammed with the enemy’s troops, 
who used the cellars as trenches from 
which: they could fire upon ‘our men, 
tharos apertures, in the street. They 
also fired through the“windows and door- 
ways, behind the shelter of walls, and 
some of them had their machine guns 
in the garrets. 
One Briton Captures Thirty Germans. 
Here and there small parties of these 
German troops defended themselves 
with the courage of despair, and would 
not yield ‘until they were killed to the 
last man. Others were cunning rather 
than courageous in their methods of

Self-Sacrifice of a German Officer, 


In one of these cellars an amazing in- 
cident happened which reveals the high- 
est’ form. of courage and self-sacrifice 
that cannot be denied our enemy. The 
colonel of a battalion which will receive 
a high: place‘in the history for this 


day’s work came into Loos. after his 
men had already gone from Hill 70. 
With signallers and other men he es- 
tablished quarters, according to a pre- 
vious arrangement, in a house practi- 
cally untouched by shell fire. 
At this time there was very iittle 
shelling, as the artillery officers on 
either side were afraid of killing their 
own men, and the house seemed fair- 
ly safe for the purpose of a temporary 
signal station. But the colonel noticed 
with surprise, shortly after his arrival, 
that heavy shells began to fall. very 
close, and the German guns were ob- 
viously aiains directly for this partic- 
ular’ buildin He ordered that the 
cellars be oeatehed and. three Germans 
were found. But it was only after he 
had been in the house forty minutes in 
a deeper cellar, which had not been 
seen before, that the discovery was 
made of a German officer who was 
actaany pelerhoning him own batteries 
and directing their fire. Suspecting 
that the colonel and his companions 
were important officers, directing the 
general operations, hé had caused the 
shells to fall upon the house, knowing 
that a lucky shot would mean his own 
death as well as theirs. In any case, 
he was certain to die, and he died 
bravely, having made this supreme sac- 
rifice ‘of courage. The telephone ap- 
paratus is now a trophy in our hands. 
Meanwhile some of the battalions who 
fought their way through Loos were 
now struggling ahead (og gain Hill 70. 
It is nearly a mile further on eastward 
and southward, and the road was swept 
with shrapnel ‘and machine gun fire as 
the men: rose steadily up to the rising 
ground, which is:really. a slope rather 
than a hill. . On a furthér ripe is a vil- 
eni| lage called Cité St, Auguste, held by thé 
enemy, . overlooking -our advancing 
troops.

Nevertheless our 
men held on, and, finding a -kind of 
ridge or parapet, dug themselves in

Belligerents’ Agents Especially | * 
Anxious to Engage Young Girls. 


Under the heading, ‘‘An Infamous 
Calling,’’ the Journal de Genéve warns 
Swiss ‘citizéns, and ‘especially young 
girls, against. the operations of the 
agents of belligerent powers who are re- 
cruiting spiés in Switzerland, apparently 
with considerable . success.. _The reason 
for the employment of Swiss; apart from 
their considerable linguistic attainments, 
is that as citizens of a neutral State in 
the midst of belligerents, they have easy 
access to at least fotr of the warring 
countries. 

The recruiting agents begin by offer- 
ing work of such a character as to 
arouse in the minds of those approached 
no suspicion that they will .be em ~~ 
as spies. Some of them are tol 
they are to be sent into a neighboring 
country aS newspaper correspondents 
and to furnish commercial and other ap- 
parently innocent information. Young 
women are directed to go to a foreign 
country and obtain .some sort of em- 
ployment and ‘‘simply keep their eyes 
epen.”’ “It is not until the moment 
when the candidate for a post of this 
sort is in thé act of counting the money 
which has been paid as advance salary,”’ 
says The Journal, ‘‘ that the agent lets 
him little by little into the. secret and 
shows him more in detail what he will 
have to do in the foreign country. As a 
rule he receives instructions to report 
on the transport of troops from certain 
important railway centrés. 

‘Few pérsons among those who at- 
cept,’’ The Journal continues; ‘‘ take ac- 
count of the fact that in accomplishing 
the mission with which. they are in- 
trusted they expose themselves-in the 
country<in question to thé terrible dinger 
of being condemned to death, or at least 
to a long term of imprisonment.”"

Columbia Men Hear New Min- 
eral Has.

FORMALLY OPEN NEW YEAR 


President Butler Optimistic Over 
Medical Centre—Praise for 
Van Amringe. 


President Nicholas Murray Butler 
opened Columbia’s 162d year yesterday 
with renewed assurance that within five 
years the project launched.of the uni- 
versity and the Presbyterian Hospital 
for a great medical centre will be begun. 
He is confident, he said, that the $7,- 
v00,000 which the university must raise 
as its share will be forthcoming and 
added that plans had been adopted look- 
ing to the accomplishment of the task. 

The formal ceremonies were held in 
the university gymnasium in the after- 
noon, .the faculty and officers marching 
to the hall in academic procession from 
the steps of the Library. President 
Butler chose © guporcunity, to pay tri- 
bute to the late Dean netitne 

Howard Van Amringe, who died a f 
weeks ago. Dr. Butler referred to Dean 
Van ee as an exmaple of an edu- 
cator with personalty which every 
one felt and "mired. 

Dr. Francis Carter Wood, director of 
the Crocker Cancer Research Fund, de- 
livered the opening address to the 
students of the medical college. He said 
it had been found that the radium rays 
were not as effective as the knife in 
the treatment of cancer and that most of 
the claims trumped up for radium were 
ridiculous. 

Dr. Wood’s topic was ‘‘ Magic and 
Medicine.”” He said the public could 
be easily fooled by medical quacks and 
ake cures, and while he gave Dr. Fried- 
man, who exploited his tuberculosis cure 
in this country, the benefit of the doubt 
as to honesty, he referred to the cure 
as worthless. He said in part: 

Aremarkable example of crowd psy- 
chology was'seen in connection with the 
Friedmann tuberculosis cure a few years 
ago. The cure wag exploited appar- 
ently by a syndicate which shielded 
itself behind the discoverer, who was 
probably perfectly honest in his beliet 
that the bacterial cultures which he 
used had some value in the treatment 
of tuberculosis. 

‘In Germany the remedy met a cold 
reception, but in this’ country, owing to 
the great advertising value of the daily 

ress, ‘considerable sympathy for 

riedmann was aroused, even among 
the intelligent. If the newspapers 
would only publish the facts behind all 


' these affairs the public would be quick- 
ily disillusioned, but cold facts are rare- 


ly of news value. It is the sensational 
which appeals to the mass, not neces- 
sarily the truth. Until we realize that 
the vast. majority.of the people of this 
country read nothing but newspapers 


/we. will not understand how merely 


printed matter can have such great in- 
fluence. The wildest newspaper state- 


, ment is*absolutely believed. And what 


would -be frejected as. nonsense by ' the 
individual. is acceptea .by the crowd, 
which 1s swayed either by -self- interest, 
self-pity, or that.love of the -mysterioua. 

Nor does the magic of the phrase 
stop.‘at the: crowd. It involves men ot 
scientific training. Let me read a para- 
graph from the report of the hearing 
before the Committee on; Mines of the 
House of Representatives of the Sixty- 
; third Congress on Jan, 19, 1914 

“*Radium goes further than sur- 
gery, like the blessed light from heaven 

above, bathes the part, throws its gam- 
ma rays, which are its active rays, into 
; the part, acting on all the myriad mi- 
croscopie cells like millions of micro- 
scopic knives to‘destroy them, or, like 
a lash, to drive them back. In @ther 
‘words, tadium will not only do what 
surgery does, but it*goes beyond it, and 
takes a class of cases which are utterly 
beyond surgery. It has wonderful possi- 
bilities in chemistry and physics—mar- 
vellous possibilities. One cannot let 
oneself dream about it.’ 

“Of course, this is emotionalism, not 
reality. Foy in spite of all the state- 
ments made in the press about the won- 
‘derful cures which radium produces, we 
know today that it will. certainly cure 

onJy a very small number of cancers, 
and will do nothing which cannot be 
done by eto The result of the 
,furore and publicity is, however, that 

t is now not always possible to get pa- 
! tients to submit to surgery for the re- 
moval of a tumor, they are sO anxious 
to bé treated with radium.”

RETURNS HER SON TO TOMBS 


Mother Apologizes for Boy Who 
Escaped Through Open Door. 


Harry Kirschenbaum, the youthful 
prisoner ‘who escaped from the Criminal 
Court Building early yesterday after- 
noon by walking through an open door 
from the “‘ Bridge of Sighs,’’. was taken 
back to the Tombs last night by his 
parents, who apologized for his be- 
havior.

The reason is not that it is a war 
loan, but that,;we are unaccustomed 
to lend credit at all, and so mis- 
understand the economics of the 
operation as to think, as mahy. people 

do, that we are sending our money 
‘We are doing nothing of the 
sort. Not a.dollar of the money goes 
abroad. We have in this country ma- 
terial and physical resources for pro- 
ducing goods greatly in excess of our 
own needs, and we have the credit 
facilities to finance their production 
and export. Therefore, when we buy 
an Anglo-French loan at 54 per cent. 
we simply undertake out of our other- 
wise: unemployed resources to produce 
half a billion dollars’:worth of goods— 
foodstuffs, textiles, machinery, shoes, 
&c.—and: sell them to Europe on de- 
ferred payment. The 5% per cent. 
war bonds are the evidence of pay- 


00{ ment postponed. Ordinarily we should 


produce a surplus: of goods and ex- 
change .them with Europe for other 
goods immediately, exports balancing 
imports, goods paying for goods. The 
only difference is that now we pro- 
duce them and sell them on credit. 

The $500,000,000 Anglo-French bonds 
constitute a demand upon Europe for 
goods in the future, when we shall 
néed them and Europe can produce 
them. Therefore by this transaction 
we are really putting wealth aside. 
We produce it, but instead of con- 
suming it at once we save it. We 
build up a credit in Europe. Great 
Britain and France will pay us back 
ultimately in goods, and in thé mean- 
time they pay us interest at 5% per 
cent. on what they owe. It is a 
profitable utilization of our power to 
produce wealth in excess of our im- 
mediate requirements. It is a form 
of national saving. It is our first step 
toward becoming a creditor nation 
where until now we have been a 
debtor nation. Europe hitherto in the 
ownership of our shares and bonds 
and promises to pay has had\com- 
mand of our goods. Now we begin 
to have command of hers. 








OUR OWN WAR. 

“Instead of destroying, it has 
healed.” This is President WILson’s 
description of the war of secession, 
given by him to the Grand Army vet- 
erans beginning their reunion in 
Washington. He calls it unique among 
wars. Perhaps it is not that; there is 
still misunderstanding enough be- 
tween North and South, as there is 
between. East and West, because this 
S a big country and its interests are 
diverse. Yet the North knows the 
South better-and understands it more 
thoroughly than it did in 1860, and the 


South reciprocates. . But for the. war |) 


that better understanding would not 
have come about. It was a hard 
lesson that the two sections learned, 
but it was worth Cemetery Ridge and 
the Bloody Angle for the South to 
find out that the North was not made 
up of mudsills, and for the North to 
know at last that the South was not 
composed of vainglorious boasters. 

It is, the President says, “a miracle 
of the spirit.” It was “ one of the very 
“few wars in which in one sense every- 
“body concerned may take pride.” In 
more senses than one. When, over 
two years ago, the remnant of PICK- 
ETT’S and HETH’s division “ charged” 
up Cemetery Ridge again, and*the re- 
mains of WEBB’s division bent down 
over the stone wall to help their old 
enemies up the ascent, it was not an 
act of forgiveness, but of reunion. 
When the old foes of the gray and the 
blue walked arm in arm together 
down the Emmitsburg Road in the 
setting sun, nobody was forgiving 
anybody; the war was not a thing to 
be forgotten or forgiven, it had be- 
come a thing of the past, a thing to 
be talked of cheerily and with no 
rancor. It may not be “a miracle of 
the spirit,” but it is something to take 
pride in. When the bloody struggle in 
Europe is over, wil} there be any such 
free and frank union of the men who 
are left? We should not vaunt, but 
we may be thankful that the war’ 
here left such medicable scars. 


FOREORDINATION IN THE PRIMA- 
RIES. ; 

The people must be obeyed. When 
they are sufficiently stirred up. to 
have a mind and a purpose of their 
own, and when they speak their com- 
mands in a distinctly audible voice, 
they are obeyed.

IN ALSACE-LORRAINE. 


A Question of How Badly the People 
Wished to be Recovered. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Anybody knowing the France of the 
last forty-five years knows that while for 
thirty. years, say up to about 19UU, the 
French people were really thinking of “ re- 
vanche,’’ and the uppermost thoughts of 
the Government and the people were turned 
toward the ultimate recovery of the “‘ las¢ 
provinces ’’; since that time, and up to the 
“ Agadir affair,” France was gradually re- 
signing herself to the loss of Alsace-Lor- 
raine, so dear to her motherly heait, with 








the ultimate hope, however, to enue ets 


Provinces in a peaceful way. - 

The Agadir affair came dike @ bolt. ‘troen’ 
a clear sky, a8, together with various simi- 
lar actions of Germany, it demonstrated con- 
clusively to thé ‘majority of the Fiench 
people that Germany had sinister designs 
upon France, and that sooner or later 
France would have to face a new invasion 
from Germany. 

From that time on the military spirit was 
again awakened in France, and the French 
people, although greatly humpered by the 
anti-militaristic dreamers,, who were them- 
seives' mislead by the derman Socialists, 
began to prepare itself not for ‘‘ revanche,’’ 
or for the recovery of Alsace-Lorraine, as 
Mr. McCiellan puts it, but for the defense 
of the sacred soil and liberty of France it- 
self. 

Mr. McClellan, in a recent article, says: 
*‘ But they [the Frenchmen] soon found that 
there was not as much desire on the part 
of the Alsatians to be ‘recovered’ as they 
had expected.’’ 

As an Alsatian, born in 1872, and conse- 
quently under German rule, (or, rather, mis- 
rule,) having been to school and college 
under Germangjeachers and professors, I ask 
Mr. McClellan where he got his knowledge 
of conditions in Alsace-Lorraine before and 
since the war to enable him to make such 
a statement. If there was no desire on the 
part of the imhabitants of Alsace-Lorraine 
to be ‘‘ recovered,’’ as Mr. McClellan puts 
it so elegantly, how is it that, for the last 
forty-four years, these provinces have stead- 
ily voted for Deputies to the Reichstag 
whose platform and foremost duty it was 
to constantly and energetically protest 
against the- annexation of their country by 
Germany; and this in spite of the strong 
pressure exerciséd by the German Govern- 
ment during elections and in spite of the 
steady influx of Germans from across, the 
Rhine, (‘‘ Hergelaufene,’’ as we call them 
in Alsace,) with whom no real Alsatian 
would dare to have any private intercourse 
if he did not want to be branded a 
‘* traitor ’’? 

If there was no desire on the part 
Alsatians to become French again, how 
it that there were so many convictions 
Alsace-Lorraine' for ‘‘ lese-majeste,’’ for 
shouting ‘‘ Vive la France,’’ for singing the 
‘* Marseillaise’’? How is it that so many 
of the people, who could afford it, sent their 
children to schools in France? How is it 
that every year on the “‘ Fete Nationale du 
14 Juillet ’’ (14th of July, anniversary of 
the taking of the Bastille) thousands upon 
thousands of Alsatian people—old and young, 
men, women, and children, poor and rich— 
were pilgrimaging to cities, towns, and vil- 
lages on the French side of the border, com- 
ing often from very distant places on foot, 
on horseback, on bicycles, in carriages, in 
motor cars, and by rail, in order to at least 
once in a year breathe the free air of Lib- 
erty, feast their eyes on the sacred “ tri- 
color,’’ fraternize with the little French 
soldiers, listen to the “ Marseillaise’’ and 
the ‘‘Chant du Depart,’’ and thus: risk 
uncounted hardships and vexations at the 
hands of their German masters upon their 
return to their homes? How is it that, in 
spite of the suppression of French instruc- 
tion in, the schools, a greater number of Al- 
satians. spoke French than did before under 
French rule? How is it that in cities like 
Strasbourg, Mulhouse, Colmar, as well as in 
the most remote villages and hamlets of 
the Vosges Mountains, the children are taught 
to sing: 

Vive la France, a bas.la Prusse! 

D’Schwowe mien zuem. Elsass n’‘uess. 

(Long live France, down with Prussia! 
“The Germans must get out of Alsace.)

What Is Squandered in War. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: - 
Cambridge, Mass., Sept. 28,~1915. 

The Boston German-Americans have lately 
forwarded to President Wilson a protest 
against the proposed loan for the Allies, and 
intimate that England is at: the point of 
bankruptcy. 

Macaulay wrote in an essay on ‘‘ Southey’s 
Colloquies in Society ’’: ‘‘ History-is full of 
the “natural ‘progress of society... We see in 
almost every part of the annals of mankind 
how the industry of individuals, struggling 
up against war, taxes, famines, conflagra- 
tions, mischievous prohibitions, and more mis- 
chievous protections, creates faster than 
Governments can squander, and repairs what- 
ever invaders, can destroy. "We see the 
wealth of nations increasing and all the 
arts of life approaching nearer and nearer to 
perfection, in spite of the grossest corruption 
and the wildest alps areca? on the part of 
rulers, 

‘““The present moment (1880) is one of great 
distress, but .how small will that distress 
appear when we think over the history of 
the last forty: years, a war compared with 
which all other wars sink into insignificance! 
Taxation, such as the most heavily taxed 
people of former times could not have con- 
ceived; a debt larger than al] the public 
debts that ever existed in the world added 
together. Yet is the country poorer than in 
1790? We firmly believe that, in spite of 
all the misgovernment of her rulers, she 
has been alraost constantly becoming richer 
and richer. ‘A million a year will beggar 
us,’ said the patriots of 1640. ‘ Two. mili- 
1ons <@& year will srind the country to pow- 
aer!’ was the cry in 1660. ‘Six millions 
@ year and a debt of fifty millions!’ ex- 
claimed Swift; ‘the high allies have been 
the ruin of us,’ ‘ A hundred and forty mill- 
Aons of debt,’ said Junius; ‘ well may we 
say that we owe Lord Chatham more than 
we shall ever pay, if we owe him such a 
heavy load as this.’ ‘ Two hundred and forty 
millions of debt!’ cried all the. statesmen 
of 1783 in chorus, ‘and what abilities: or 
what economy on the part of -a Minister 
can save & country so burdened?’ 

“We know that if, since 1788, no fresh 
debt had been incurred, the increased re- 
sources of the.country would have enabled 
us to defray that debt at which Pitt, Fox, 
and Burke stood aghast, nay, to defray it, 
over and over again, and that with much’ 
lighter taxation than we have actually: borne. 
The cry now is, How can a debt of a bill- 
iom or more be borne? Is not the Lord’s 
hand seen in the burden imposed which will 
bring reflections at the same time as stimu- 
lation to effort? ’’ 

When German-Americans say that the Al- 
lies are at the point of bankruptcy they 
seem to forget that England’s commerce and 
her coloniés are intact.

liar. The inference is either ‘that they 
are elderly people who grew up on the 
old-fashioned romance, or that there 
prevails a denser ignorance regarding 
the mental habits of Imaginationists, as 
well as. of the pronounced differences 
that exist in the various types of fiction 
writers—novelists, long-story ‘writers, 
(miscalled novelists,) short-story writers, 
optimistic-realists, pessimistic-realists, 
balanced-realists, adventurists, yarn 
spinners, and writers for young folks 
—than the ‘most despairing author 
ever has imagined. Or is it mere- 
ly that the intelligent. reader always 
writes to the author and the in- 
ferior mind seizes what may be his only 
opportunity to see himself in print? 
Certainly I have received, since writing 
these articles to Tur Times, a large num- 
ber of letters from Englishmen.of stand- 
ing living in this country thanking me 
for writing the truth. 

Speaking for novelists I am in a posi- 
tion to assert that no-people in the world 
are more persistent seekers after truth 
and more rabid on the subject cf facts. 
Leaving the deeper question to be dis- 
posed of elsewhere, it is safe to say 
that no novelist of today writes of either 
people or place which he has not studied. 
at first hand. Sometimes the knowledge 
is unsought, the natural result of long 
association; often the writing of a novel 
which is read in an evening has: been 
the least of the work expend upon it. 
The scene of my last published novel 
was laid in Montana. I went there from 
Genoa to study mining with a geological 
engineer, and obtain at first hand all 
the information necessary for the mere 
machinery of the story. On the other 
hand, when, after seven years residence, 
I suddenly ‘‘ got’? my Munich Novel, I 
packed up and went 7,000 miles to 
Mount Tamalpais, Cal., to write.it, find- 
ing that I needed a long perspective to 
dissociate my imagination from ‘too 
many facts. -I fancy most -noyelists 
could tell a- similar story, as well as 
writers of adventure. A symposium on 
the subject is recommended to Mr. Joyce 
Kilmer. 

Novelists are the very best of current 
historians, and knowing that their first 
chance for protracted life is fundamental 
exactness, no matter how vivid their 
imaginations, they grow more vigilant 
every year of their literary Hfe. For 
this reason they should make the, very 
best historians or biographers, but, alas! 
they are ever'seduced by the mysterious 
beings that come suddenly to life in the 
imaginative tract and challenge their 
spirit of adventure; as well as the 
acutest faculties the’ writer may possess.

AMERICAN ART SCHOOLS. 


They Give the Student No Instruc- 
tion in Aesthetic Principles. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I am sure a great. number of your readers 
will be deeply interested in the letter ‘of 
William Murrell on the matter of art in- 
struction. ‘He strikes a note of warning 
which is badly wanted. Never before has 
there existed such a chaos in the understand- 
ing of art and art principles as has been ob- 
servable,.of Jate years, particularly in Eng- 
lish-speakirig. countries.. Of course, it is due 
to the foundation of the Impressionist 
School of Art a generation or more ago, and 
the innumerable new standards set up in the 
éndéavor to make impressionist painting fit in 
with the principles which ‘guided the immor- 
tals of the past. In America this chaos is 
more strikingly marked than in any other 
country, even England, where many of the 
better artists have had to abandon serious 
original work for the production of things of 
the moment. 

But, England possesses a bulwark which 
America has’ not. The, Royal Academy has 
remained firm in the teaching of those. prin- 
ciples which, first laid down by Aristotle, 
have been responsible for the production of 
every great work of art from the time of 
the. ancient Greeks to the present day. Every 
student who attends the Royal Academy has 
the opportunity of receiving instruction in 
these principles, apart altogether from. his, 
practice in the technique of his art, and so 
long as this is so England will be able to ward 
off the worst effects of the pernicious doc- 
trines spread abroad by fully 80 per cent. of 
the British casual art critics. There is no 
institution 4n America, I believe, where thie |’ 
instruction can be had in a regular way. 

Beyond instruction in first principles and 
technique, I do not think that anything can 
be done for the student, because, after all, 
artistto perception is primarily a matter of 
the senses, and the ‘acuteness of/asiy partieu-. 
lar sense is directly dependent. Ripon nerve 
structure, which may or may ‘Hot. be varied:

This “private. museum, of which .the 
general public knows almost nothing, !s 
filled with objects of the highest.valus 
and from ‘its collections, in view of the 
latest finds, it would be possible to re- 
write the early history of Central and 
Youth America. The institution with its 
unsuspected treasurés is dedicated to 
‘ showing. how the ~civilization of the 
Western world had developed before the 
arrival of Columbus. With the.coming 
of. the recent accessions ‘gathéred by 
Dr. Saville himself and by his: as- 
sociates, Professor’ M. R.° Harrington 
and Captain Theodore de Poy, the 
Museum of the American Indian in 
many of its divisions rivals any in- 
stitution in the world. It has taken

to. the German savants. 'Severat floors, 
of the tall building where the museum is’ 
housed are crowded with rare speci- 
mens so closely packed that the cura- 
rs can scarcely get around among 
em. : 


Work Stopped by Loovatk: 


‘Professor Saville was seen yesterday 
afternoon in the lfttle office of the 
museum after his return from the open- 
ing of Columbia University, where he is 
the head of the Department‘ of Ameri- 
can Archaeology. Remarkable as are 
the rare objects which he brought back 
from Honduras, he regrets that he was

Bernard, Judae & Co., Chicago, were 
overruled in protests on the classifica- 
tion of surface coated paper. The Col- 
lector took duty at the rate of 40 per 
cent. ad valorem undér the provision 
for ‘‘ papers with coated surface or sur- 
faces suitable for covering boxes.’’ The 
importers claimed a tax. of 35 per cent. 
as ‘‘ surface coated paper not speciatly 
provided for.’’ The protestants attempt- 
ed to show that the shipment in con- 
troversy was used for covering paste- 
board, but failed to offer proof that the 
paper was not likewise entirely suitable 
for covering boxes. On account of this 
the Collector was affirmed in levying the 
bigher duty. -

Assistant Secretary. of the ‘Treasury | 


Peters has sent a Ietfer to collectors of 
customs. stating that the resident agent 
of a vessel or line of vessels is/not re- 
quired to be licensed as a Custom House 
broker in order. to transact business at 
the Custom House.on behalf ‘of the ves- 
sel or line for which he acts ‘as agent 
unless such person holds himseif out to 
be a Custom House broker and engages 
to transact Custom House business for 
various vessels or lines or other per- 
sons who may employ-him, for which he 
charges, a brokerage fee or commission. 

Mr: .Peters also ruled that a person 
named , as*the consignee on a) bill: of 
lading, or. holding a bill of lading by 
indorsement of the ‘consignee or con- 
signor,: may make entry of the mer- 
chandise covered thereby without: being 
required to be licensed as a. Custom 
House broker. This: is the case, not- 
withstanding the fact that the merchan- 
dise may be ultimately destined to some 
Other person, unless such person ad- 
vertises or holds himself out to be a 
customs broker ‘and engages to transact 
business at the Custom House for a 
prescribed fee or commission.

Forgeries in Petitions. 


The Honést Ballot Association an. 
nounced last night that in a-week’s in- 
vestigation of petitions filed by candi- 
dates with the Board of Elections for 
"Tuesday's primary many of them had 
been found to contain forgeries. Sec- 
retary George W. Kessler last night 
sent a letter to District Attorney Per- 
kins calling his attention to the frauds 
and asking for a thorough investigation 
and: prosecution. 

“Although we have found fraud. in 
practically yall the designating petitions,”’ 
said Recent? Kessler, ‘‘ it is most nu- 
merous and daring in the Progressive 
petitions. which designate District At- 
torney and Sheriff. In these petitions 
peat a shy are common. Errors in the 
spelling of names and the location of 
addresses are so frequent and corre- 
spond so closely to. the errors of print- 
ing. in the published list of registered 
voters, it is perfectly apparent that 
notaries have filled up their peice 
with names copied directly from th 
printed list. 

‘When interviewed at their homes the 
persons whose names appear on the pett- 
tions have invariably denied that they 
signed them and have either stated -their 
denial in the form of an affidavit or 
have shown their eagerness to assist in 
the prosecution of those responsible for 
the forgeries. In some cases names 
appear on the designating petitions from 
addresses where there is no residence, 
or from street numbers that never 
existed.”
